The agitation for tho construction^ of 
tho Esquimalt and Nanairao railway is a 
perfectly accountable proceeding. In "a 
confederation like that of Canada wo 
must Always expect ' that localities,* or 
rather provinces, will use political means 
to accompli-ih provincial objects. It can- 
not be looked on as a sign of tho best 
patriotiam, but it is so very humane that 
wo must take it into calculation as one of 
the forces of political affairs. At tho 
present time it must be confessed that 
the question of the 'Construction of tho 
Esquimalt and Nanairao railway is not 
regularly before tho country. After tho 
defeat of the bill for tho construction of 
railway in the Senate, and after tho en- 
trance of Mr. Bhiko into tho Cabinet on 
tho oxpreaa understanding that tho rail- 
way should not be'buiUi.the couiitry be- 
came ofBcially froed'frbm.' responsibility 
in regard to it. Oirsumstances, too, have 
so changed, and tho route has been so de- 
termined, that the nnf!e.ifiitir for buildinff 
tno railway has to a certain extent 
ceased. 

It must not be forgotten that on tho 
part of both tlie Governments of 1873-4 
and of 1874-8 the recognition of tho 
necQssity of building the Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo railway-was- baaed on tha'aup- 
position that the Bute Inlet rbiito would 
prove tho most feasible, natural, and pro- 
fitable route for the railway. Up to 1878, 
Mr. Mackenzie himself admits that ho 
considered the Bute Inlet routo tho most 
likely to bo adopted. It had been mnro 
or less tho oihcial impression for several 
years. But other and .wiser counsels, 
baaed on oMior anil completer oxplora- 
tiniia, settled the question another way. 
Tho Hurrard Inlet route, terminating at 
Port Moody, was adopted; antl having 
thus fixed upontho ' point on th6 Pacific 
side at which the railway aliould termi- 
nate, the Government had fulfilled at 
once letter and spirit of the terms of 
union with British Columbia. So far an 
British Columbia is concerned, that pro- 
vince has every reason to fool satisfied 
with the consideration which it has re- 
ceived aojair as time hM permitted.,'u^he 
judicial't/encKhashe'ehatrengtheriod miho 
province.whichnocded such improvement. 
The Esquimalt graving dock resolutions 
wore fought through tho House in apito 
of strong opposition. Tlie Yalo-Kamlooijs 
section of railway has been put under con- 
tract, with results of profit to British 
Columbia which can hardly 'be bxaggerat- 
ed. And a bargain'haa been ' efTected by 
which tho railway is engaged to be built 
in ten years, an aooompliahmont which 
tho British Columbians must confess they 
hardly expected even from tho energetic 
policy of tho p'fesent government. Under 
these circumstances the -province has 
little reason for complaint of ill-treatment 
or neglect. 

The agitation for tho Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo railway is not, we think, quite 
justifiable at present. But as we said it 
is perfectly natural from a political point 
of view. We would venture to advise 
our friends in British Columbia against 
precipitation. We can quite understand 
that having had the railway from Esqui- 
malt to Nanaimo so long dangling before 
their eyes they .are unwilling to part, with- 
out protest, with tho prospect of seeing it 
constructed. Wo^dp.^not imagine that 
tho p,\rling need i -'fee 'final. The 
completion of oven tho 125 miles of 
railway from Karaloops to Yale must 
necossarily change the commercial as- 
pect of affairs on tlie Pacific slope. The 
completion of the whole railway must, 
necessarily totally alter the complexion of 
business. If the Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
railway is needed as a commercial nocea- 
sity private capital will naturally not hesi- 
tate about building it. If it proves to bo 
a political necessity government will bo 
equally prompt,. no doubt, to enter into 
tlie undertaking. The country through 
which the road riiha is rich chough to 
tompt capital at almost any time after the 
tide of prosp'ority begins to flow strongly 
in tho country about it, Meantime, wo 
might say to the British Columbians what 
Lord Boaconsfleld said to tho Greeks : — 
" have patience j" all things natural and 
necessary coiiie'in time,

The beer 
referred to is an aqueous solution 
cliarged with carbonic acid gas, which 
escapes on removal of the cork, at the 
same time violently agitating tho so- 
lution. And now I wish to Interro- 
gate you. What do you mean by say- 
ing, on last Thursday, the thermometer 
showed 20 degrees of frost. Do you 
mean that it registered 20 degrees be- 
low freezing or 12 degrees? If so, it 
was colder tlian any weather you had 
last winter, and six degrees colder thai) 
it was hero last week.
